Louis-San Francisco Railroad 
was wrecked in the outskirts of St. 
Louis at 7:20 o'clock last night. 


Railroad and county officials in 


charge of investigations today were 
convinced 
the speeding train was 


purposely and maliciously wreck- 
ed by an obstruction of large rocks 
on the rails. 
No statement as to 


the motive was given. 


A report last night to general 


offices of the Frisco here was that 
eight persons lost their lives, but

The courses in both ancient, 
modern, and world history will 
be given, but credits may not be 
counted in both. Children below 
the ninth grade will not be per- 
mitted to take the course in world 
history. Those students not wish- 
Ing credits in both ancient and 
modern history may elect to wait 
until classified as ninth 
grade 


students and then take the world 
history course which will be1 ac- 
cepted in lieu of the present re- 
quirement of modern history. 
New students must be classified 


and admitted by the high school 
principal before September 13 if 
they expect admission on the open- 
Ing day.

The blast tore a Baling hole in

Jr., 11. Tearg In All Eyes 


There were a dozen or more wit- 


nesses to the meeting, and not a 
dry eye in the crowd.

Graves, jailer, confessed later that 
he almost had to leave the guard- 
room, where the meeting toc\ 
place. 
"I noticed some of my trusties, 


whom I had never suspected of 
being tender hearted wipe tears 
from their eves, and that is no 
joke," Graves said. 
"It was one 


of the most heart-rending 
things 
I have ever seen, and I have been1 
an officer a good many years. 
"Pavne just grabbed those kids, 


one in each arm and he didn't 
let go until I turned them outside.

"They talked in a low tone and 
I didn't try to listen.

"Payne had been crying all the 


time, but he broke down when I 
separated him from the children 
at the door of the e'lardroom.

AMARILLO. Aug. 
30—(fP)—Keep- 


ing his promise 
to "cheat the 
chair," A. D. Payne, Amarillo at- 
torney, ended his life with an ex- 
plosion in his cell in the Potter 
county jail just after 
midnight 
this morning. 


Officers believed the explosion 


was caused by nitroglycerln. 


Payne wore a small bottle sus- 


pended about his neck by a piece 
of string. 
When Troy Blake, -t 


fellow prisoners, asked him last 
night what the bottle contained, 
Payne replied, "You'll find out in 
a few minutes." 


The grand jury at noon yester- 


day returned an indictment against 
him charging murder. He had con- 
fesed in a lengthy statement that 
he placed a dynamite bomb '.n his 
family car which exploded June 12, 
killing hfs wife, Mrs. Exa Payne, 
and crippling their son, A. D' Jr., 


Two of his children, Ladell, 14, 


and the crippled boy visited him at 
the jail yesterday afternoon. He 
greeted them with an almost hys- 
terical display of affection, grasp- 
ing them in his arms and weeping 
freely. 


Collapses After Visit. 


When Jailer J. W. Graves sep- 
arated the children from him and 
sent them away, Payne collapsed 
and it was some 
time 
before 


Graves could get him to his cell. 
He said but little. 


Later in the. evening, when jbout 


nine prisoners 
were 
lounging 


I about his cell, Payne told them he j 
was going to "end it all" to '"cheat I 
the electric chair," and that he! 
would never go to trial. 


Shortly afterward he handed his 
dairy' and bo'&ks and two letters, 
one to his mother and the other to 
his wife's mother, to R. L. Condor, 
Jr., a prisoner, and asked him to 
keep them. Condor went away to 
leave them in his own cell. Payne 
asked the other prisoners to go 
away, saying he wished 
to 
be 


alone. 


Commodore Pulliam, 
an 
aged 


prisoner was sleeping in a lower 
bunk on the opposite side of the 
room from the upper bunk Payne 
occupied. 


At 12:15 a. 
m., 
Pulliam 
was 


knocked to the floor by an explos- 
ion and was spattered with blood. 
Jailer Graves and Sheriff W. N. 


Thompson rushed upstairs to the 
cell and found Payne lying face 
downward in his bunk. 
The ex- 


plosion had torn open his chest. 
Dr. J. R. Wrather was called but 
he said death had been instantan- 
eous for Payne. 


Bottle Unnoticed By Officers. . 
Sheriff Thompson and other "of- 


ficers said they had never noticed 
the small bottle Payne wore sus- 
pended about his neck, as he al- 
ways slept in his shirt and trous- 
ers / and had not changed clothos 
since he was arrested and hurried 
away from Amarillo to the Hutcn- 
inson county jail at Stinnett, more 
than a month ago. 


After Payne made his written 


confessed 
at 
Stinnett, 
several 


weeks ago he pleaded that he be 
tried immediately and be given the 
death penalty, saying he was "the 
meanest man in the world." 


When he was served with a copy 


of the indictment yesterday, he ie- 
clared he would plead guilty when 
arraigned next Monday. However, 
his brothers, Sidney Payne of Tu- 
Ila, Texas, and Ben Payne .of New I 
Mexico, indicated they would have 
Homer Callaway, the attorney they 
had employed, supersede that with 
a plea of guilty and maintain In- 
sanity as a defense. 


After the explosion June 12 which 


demolished Payne's coupe as his 
wife was driving to town on a 
shopping trip, Payne profesesd. ig- 
norance of who could have placed 
the explosive in the car which kill- 
ed her and crippled their son, A. 
D., Jr., 11. Detectives and police 
officers were baffled for weeks in 
a vain attempt to trace the slayer. 


Caled In Newspapers. 
Finally, Payne called at the of- 


fice of Gene Howe, editor cf the 
Amarillo News and 
Globe, com- 


plained that the 
officers 
were 


making no progress in apprehend- 
ing the slayer and saying he would 
welcome an investigation by news- 
paper men. 


He declared to Howe that he had 


always been a "model husband" to 
his wife and family, and 
asked 


Howe to print the statements of 
friends and relatives to that effect. 


Howe telegraphed 
the 
Kansas 


City Star and asked that paper to 
send A. B. MacDonald, 
a 
staff 


writer, to work on the case. 


Two days later, Howe and Mac- 


Donald placed the evidence they 
had gathered before District Attor- 
ney E. W. Thomerson. Payne was 
arrested and charged with murder. 
Immediately he was hurried away 
to the jail at Stinnett, officers fear- 
ing mob violence in Amarillo. 


MacDonald 
had 
questioned i 


Payne as to his relations with wo-1 
men but Payne protested that he I 
had "never loved any woman but] 
his wife." However, he listed the 
various secretaries who had work- 
ed for him within the last several 
years and described 
each 
one. 


When he mentioned Miss Verona 
Thompson, he told MacDonald she 
was "too plain and unattractive to 
bother about seeing." 


MacDonald went at once to Miss 
' Thompson's home and there ob- i 
tained from her 
admission 
that! 
Payne had made love to her and ' 
told her he intended to divorce his 
wife and marry her. 


Soon afterward, Payne agreed to 


confess and in a .lengthy statement 
which required nearly two days to 
be cttctated and typewritted, cqn- 
fesesd he had devised a dynamite 
bomb placed in the rear compart- 
ment of his coupe. It was so ar- 
ranged, he said, that 
when 
nis 


wife started the car out of the 
garage the fuse of the dynamite 
charge would be drawn across a 
small alcohol lamp he had lighted 
inside the car. 


Several Attempts on Wife. 


He described several previous at- 


tempts to kill his wife by drown- 
ing, by poisoning, and with a.shot- 
gun so placed in a closet that when 
his wife opened the door the gun 
would be discharged. 
The other 


plans failed and when the shotgun 
was discharged his wife suffered 
only a minor hand injury. 


In his confession, he said he be- 


lieved she never suspected he was 
trying to kill her. 


On the morning of the clay the 


explosion occurred, he walked to 
town, taking with him one of his 
small daughters. The other daugh- 
ter remained at home to prepare 
lunch. His wife and son started 
to town on a shopping trip in prep- 
aration for a vacation 
tour 
the 


family had planned. 
They 
had 


driven about ten blocks when the 
dynamite blast wrecked the car, 
dismembering Mrs. Payne's 
body 


and hurling the 
boy'3 
mangled 


form to the lawn of a nearby house. 


The attorney insisted 
that 
he 


knew right from wrong, was not 
insane but was entirely 
rational 


and scoffed at the suggestion he 
might plead 'insanity as a defense. 


He was returned 
to 
Amarillo 


Monday after Callaway, the attorney 
employed by his brothers, obtan- 
ed a writ of habeas corpus from 
Judge Bishop. He fretted contin- 
ually because the 
grand 
jury, 


which had deliberated since Mon- 
day, was slow in returning the in- 
dictment against him. 


Believed Electricity Used. 


AMARILLO, "Aug. 
30.—(fP)—Offi- 
cers and cellmates believed A. D. 
Payno set off the explosive which 
killed him either by connecting 
it with a light extension wire in 
the cell or by means of a short 
fuse and cap attached to the bot- 
tle. The fact that the light globe 
was removed from the socket led 
to the belief that the charge was 
set off by contact with a wire. 


The confessed wife-slayer wrote 


letters to Mr. and Mrs; J. C. 


Johnson of Lov^ngton, N. M., his 
wife's parents, and 
Mrs. 
Etta 


Payne, his mother, shortly before 
ending his life. The letters to Mr. 
and Mrs. Johnson and 
to his 


mother were practically the same, 
asking each for forgiveness and 
saying he was taking "this way 
out" for the best interests of his 
children. 


"I go gladly and happily," he 
wrote, saying he soon would join 
his "beloved" wife "over yonder." 
"All that I have done is for love 
of my dear wife, and our darling 
children." He wrote. 


In his dairy, 
the 
concluding 


chapter of which he wrote late 
yesterday, 
he 
expressed 
disap- 


pointment he could not take "my 
dear children along with me," but 
admonished them to grow up to 
be "fine, honorable children." 


"Show the world you can make 


fine men and women," he request- 
ed. 


Children May Get Insurance 
AMARILLO, Aug. 
30.—(IP)—The 


orphaned children of A. D. Payne, 
who blasted himself to death in 
his jail cell here early today, may 
receive $10,000 in insurance which 
they otherwise would not have 
been given, as a result of Payne 
waiting until after August 28 to 
end his life. 


Policies issued by the insurance 


company in which Payne bought 
a $10,000 policy August 28, 1929, 
carry a one-year suicide clause, 
C. B. Ritterberry, Amarillo agent, 
explained. He explained that noth- 
ing was said about suicide after 
the first year but payment of 
the 
policy was contestable for 


two years. 


Rittenberry said he 
did 
not 


mean to say the company would 
pay the amount without a con- 
test. 
Payne's policy had been in ef- 


fect a year, one day and 21 minu- 
tes.

was 
believed that he 


thought the year .was not up un- 
til midnight last riight. 


"I have waited long enough that 


my children can collect my insur- 
ance," was his last entry in his 
diary.

"When a woman comes into my 


office and says: "Doctor, I 
ha.ve 


nerves,' I fee] like saying: "There'3 
the door.' 
But of course I don't." 


In these words a fine woman phy- 
sician expressed 
her 
impatience 


with the very common 
affliction 


railed nerves. 


"I have no use for such caaes," 


said the equally fine man physi- 
cian. Then by a chance remark he 
gave away the whole secret of his 
impatience and dislike—"I do not 
know what to do with them." 


There is a Will to Power in all 


of us. 
Whatever hlocks it causes 


a disagreeable feeling of tension 
that seeks relief in anger, impa- 
tience, or scorn. Both of these phy- 
sicians found free outlet for their 
skill and knowledge along every 
other medical line, but when ;t 
came to nerves they were baffled. 
Naturally, the fact that they had 
nothing to offer for this affliction 
looked like a reflection on their 
skill. Automatically they were de- 
fending themselves by putting the 
blame on the patient. 
He should 


not be ill in this way! In the slang 
phrase they were attempting 
to 
"pass the buck." 


When at a later date the patient 


is restores to 
health 
by 
some 


means which the first doctor did 
not have at his command, he still 
must defend himself 
by 
saying: 


"There was nothing 
the 
matter 


•with him in the first place." Or: "It 
•was just hysteria." 


All this may sound like ftn ar- 


raignment of the doctor. And it is; 
for he is human, even as you and 
I. 
A little glimpse into his own 


psychology will lessen hU impa- 


tience. A little glimpse into his pa- 
tient's psychology will increase his 
skill. 


But now and then I feel compell- 


ed to come to the defense of the 
doctor. 


"Why didn't Dr. Blank make me 


eat?" (or walk, or work, or read, 
whichever the case might be). My 
reply is: "He took you at your face 
value which was a mistake. You 
looked intelligent and he believed 
what you said, even as you yourself 
believed it." 


The disease called nerves seems 


to present the two horns of a di- 
lemma. The patient says he can- 
not, 
and his family say he will 


. not. The doctor who lacks psycho- 
j logical insight may be caught on 
the one horn, and start the patient 
on a rest cure which is worse than I 
useless.

These are Stor Island, White Is- 


land and Victoria Island. 


So we continued, and early on the 


morning- of Aug. 5 we glimpsed a 
great island's white peak through 
the fog. We discovered that the 
map for this region is Incorrect, as 
this island lies about 12 miles fur- 
ther to the west than on the Brit- 
ish Admiraly map, and 
that the 


mapping done by the Worsley-Al- 
garasson expedition in 1925 is quite 
correct. 


We first landed on the southeast

Sight White Island.

;_on White Island. 


This island—Giles Land, as it Is 


:'<U8o called—is known to be one of 
..the most unapproachable Islands In

'jgion, and here we were going full 
".speed toward it in ice-free waters. 
v We 
certainly 
were lucky, and 


our joy was great over the possl- 
'bility of being able to land so easily 
at this rarely visited place. 
Little 


-did we imagine then that our visit 
•would lead to the final explanation 
- of one of the most tragic and mys- 
"terious happenings In the history 
of Polar exploration. 


We came up under a bare flat 


land on the southwest side of the 
Island. White Island's position also 
is incorrectly marked on the maps, 
too far east. 


It was quite still and there was

The bodv was half covered with 


small stones. It was "frozen down" 
and verv hard to net up. 


We also found in the boat some 


remains of bones, but we have n* 
been able to decide whether they 
are human bones.

found at

places in the camp and carefully 
gathered up. 


Upon examining the boat closer 


we found many different things. 
These were the expedition's equip- 
ment o£ all kinds. 
There were 


articles of clothing such as stock-

ment for measuring the velocity 
of the wind, photoarraphic appara- 
tus, shot guns, a theodolite, sew- 
ing articles, a hammer and an 
axe, and a bag containing navi- 
gation books and other things.

partly buried in the ice and was 
half full of ice. 
Find Another Sledge. 


After 
we got the dead loose

The other side 
protruded and was half destroy- 
ed.
